Argh, I don't even know 
what to call it. Anyhow, the problem is that of naming games, provinces 
and all kinds of assorted Stuff. 

As for games, many players hold many positions in each of several 
different games, run by different GM's in a variety of zines. Bernie 
Oaklyn is currently playing in approximately 60 games by his count, 
and others exceed even that figure. So what is 1979 KY, or 1980Cjb, 
or R6, or Ettin? To me, at least, the answer seemed obvious in 
discerning what game a certain code stands for. Call a game by its 
zine, game type, and a number to distinguish one TSS Diplomacy game 
, from another. Thus, we have TSS/Dip-02, etc. However, you might think 
that the games would be numbered in sequence. In TSS? Sure, just like '< 
the pages. TSS/Dip-0^ was announced quite some time ago, but orphans

don't wait. Thus, TSS/1)ip-Q5; /'.and now two more have come along with 
Dip-04 yet dormant. Last monm, Tom made note of Ettin as TSS/Dip-07 
and Hippbgriff as TSS/Dip-08, Well, Dip-06 was never really announced, 
so I'm changing games tart "Hippbgriff" to TSS/Dip-06. This should 
be used in reference to the game in all communications, a* least 
as far as we're concerned. Same with "TSS/Dip-07" for Ettin. 

Next problemi provinces. You should be familiar with the necessity 
of distinguishing between "Nor's". For these, you might write the 
name out, and be sure in any event to know the abbreviations listed 
in each zine' s houserules. We also use "Lvp" and "Lvn" for Liverpool 
and Livonia, just to avoid confusion. ( "What? He convoyed through 
Bal and Bot to my coast? I thought his fleet was in the North Seal ") 
For gulfs, the gulf's "of" name is usually used. (Lyo=Lyon, Gulf 
Thereof.) Tyrrhenian Sea is TyS, but what about Tyrolia? Tom uses 
"Tyr", but what happens when I.tal$ orders "A Ven-Tir"? The GM has 
no alternative but to throw out the order, which we avoid where 
it's possible. This case just can't be 'interpreted'. ( "Whaddya 
mean Trieste? I wanted to go to Tirolial y) I use Tyo ; Tom usually 
uses Tyr . In this zine, either is acceptable. Tyl may also slip in 
oh occasion. 

This zine itself has experienced name problems. It started off 
as a nameless newsletter, with the prize for winning the one game 
(now TSS/Dip-01) being the privilege of naming the thing. (One wit 

of the nit variety suggested the Barho Bullsh er. It's a good 

thing I don't suspect you, Bob.) Other pubbers have plugged us as 
"From the Throne" and "Terrible Swift Sword", while Tom has one 
thousand "The Shogun's Swood" labels. If TSS is ever' faked, the 
titlehead should read "Terrible Shotgun's Swood". And furthermore, 
I can't decide whether "Chronicles" should be singular or plural.
